1 OHN by the Grace of God, King of England, Lord of 


Ireland, Duke of Normandy and Aquitain, and Earl of Anjou: 
3 To the Atrchbiſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, Earls, Barons, 
Juſticiaries of the Foreſts, Sheriffs, Governors, Officers, and to 
all Bailiffs and other his faithful Subjects, Greeting. Know ye, 
at we, in the Preſence of God, and tor the Health of our Soul, 
nd the Souls of our Anceſtors and Heirs, and to the Honour of 
od, and the Exaltation of Holy Church, and Amendment of 
our Kingdom, by Advice of our venerable Fathers, Stephen 
rchbiſhop of Canterbury, Primate of all England, and Cardinal 
of the holy Roman Church, Henry Archbiſhop of Dublin, 
illiam Bithop of London, Peter of Wincheſter, Jocelin of Bath 
d Glaſtonbury, Hugb of Lincoln, Walter of Worceſter, Milliam 
of Coventry, Benedict of Rocheſter, Bithops : and Maſter Pandulph 
the Pope's Sub-Deacon and antient Servant, Brother Aymerick 
Maſter of the Temple in England, and the noble Perſons Milliam 


|| of Warren, William Earl of Arundel, Alan de Galoway, 
Conſtable of Scotland, Marin Fitz-Gerald, Peter Fitz-lerebert,

Money for Caſtle-Guard, if he himſelf ſhall do it in his own Perſon, 
ot by another able Man, in Caſe he ſhall be hindred by any rea- 
ſonable Cauſe. And if we ſhall lead him, or if we ſhall fend him 
into the Army, he ſhall be free from Caſtle-Guard for the Time 
he ſhall be in the Army, by our Command. No Sheriff or 
Bailiff of ours, ot any other, thall take Horſes or Carts of any 
for Carriage. Neither ſhall we or our Officers or others, take 
any Man's Timber for our Caſtles, or other Uſes, unleſs by the 
Conſent of the Owner of the Timber, We will retain the Lands 
of thoſe that are convicted of Felony but one Year and a Day, 
and then they 1hall be delivered to the Lord of the Fee. Al! 
Wares for the Time to come ſhall be demoliſhed in the Rivers of 
Thames and Merway, and throughout all Eng/azd, except upon 
the Sea Coaſt. The Writ, which 1s called Precipe, for the fu- 
ture, ſhall not be granted to any one of any Tenement, whereby 
a Freeman may loſe his Cauſe. There ſhall be one Nicaſure of 
Wine and one of Ale, through our whole Realm, and one Mea- 
ſure of Corn; that is to fay, the London- Quarter; and one 
Breadth of dyed Cloth and Ruſſets and Haberge7s, that is to ſay, 
two Ells within the Liſt ; and the Weights mall be as the Mea- 
ſures. From henceforward nothing ſhall be given or taken for a 
Writ of Inquiſition, from him that defires an Inquiſition of Life 


or Limbs, but ſhall be granted gratis, and not denied. If any

Lands of another by Military-Service, we will not have the

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Bailiff for the future ſhall put any Man to his Law, upon his 
ſnele Accuſation, without credible Witneſſes produced to prove 
i- ” No Frceman ſhall be taken, or impriſoned, or diſſeis d, or 
cur-law'd, or baniſh'd, or any 2 deſtroy d; not will we 
paſs upon him, or commit him to Priſon, unleſs by the legal Judg- 
ment of his Peers, or by the Law of the Land. We wall ſell to 
no Man, we will deny no Man, or deter Right or Juſtice. All 
Merchants ſhall have lafe and ſecure Conduct to go out of, and 
to come into England, and to ſtay there, and to pals, as well by 
Land as by Water, to buy and fell-by the antient and allowed 
Cuſtoms, without any evi] Tolls, except in Time of War, or 
when they ſhall be of any Nation in War with us: And if there 
hall be found any ſuch in our Land in the Beginning of a War, 
they mall be attached, without Damage to their Bodies or Goods, 
until it may be known unto us, or our Chief Juſticiary, how our 
Merchants be treated in the Nation at War with us: And if ours 
be ſafe there, they ſhall be ſaſe in our Land. [It mall be lawful 


for the Time to come, for any one to go out of our Kingdom, 


and return ſafely and ſecutely by Land or by Water, ſaving his 
Allegiance to us; unleſs in Time of War by ſome ſhort Space 
for the common Benefit of the Kingdom, except Prifoners and 
Out-Laws, (according to the Law of the Land) and People in War 
with us, and Merchants who thall be in ſuch Condition as is above- 
mentioned.] If any Man holds of any Eſcheat, as of the Ho- 
nour of Wallingford, Nottingbam, Boulogne, Lancaſter, or of

Foreſt.] We will not make any juſticiaries, Conſtables, Sheriffs, 
or Bailifts, but what ate knowing in the Law of the Realm, and 
are diſpoſed duly to obſerve it. All Barons, who are Founders of 
Abbies, and have Charters of the King of England for the Ad- 
vowlon, ot ate entitled to it by antient Tenure, may have the 
Cuſtody of them, when void, as they ought to have. All Woods 
that have been taken into the Foreſts, in our own Time, thall 
torth with be laid out again, and the like mall be done with the 
Rivers that have been taken or fenced in by us, during our Reign. 
All evil Cuſtoms concerning Foreſts, Wartens, and Foreſters, War- 
reners, Sheriffs, and their Officers, Rivers and their Keepers, 
thall torthwith be enquired into incach County, by twelve Knights 
of the ſame Shire choſen by the moſt creditable Perſons in the 
ſame County, and upon Oath; and, within forty Days after the 
laid Inqueſt, be utterly abolithed, ſo as never to be reſtored o.. We 
will immediately give up all Hoſtages and Engagements, delivered 
unto us by our Engliſh Subjects, as Securities for their keeping 

the Peace, and yielding us Lucht! Service. We will entirely re- 
move from our Bailiwicks the Relations of Gerard de Athyes, ſo as 
that for the futute they ſhall have no Bailiwick in England, —

will alſo remove Engeland de Cygony, Andrew, Peter and Cyon de 
Conceles, Gyon de Cygony, Geoffrey de Martyn, and his Brothers,

their whole Retinue. And as ſoon as Peace is reſtored, we will 
ſend out of the Kingdom all foreign Soldiers, Croſsbowmen, 
and Stipendiaries, who are come with Horſes and Arms, to the 
Injury of our People.

there is a Suit depending, or — an Inqueſt hath been made 
by our Order, before we undertook the Cruſade. But when we 
teturn from our Pilgrimage, or if we do not perform it, we will 
immediately cauſe full Juſtice ro be — therein. The 
ſame Reſpite we ſhall have for diſafforeſting the Foreſts---O, which 
Henry our Father, or our Brother Richard have affoteſted; and 
for the Wardſhip of the Lands which ate in another's Fee, in the 
ſame Manner, as we have hitherto enjoyed - thoſe Wardſhips, by 
Reaſon of a Fee held of us by Knight's Service; and for the Ab- 
bies founded in any other Fee than our own, in which the Lord of 
the Fee claims a Right: And when we return from our P'ilgti- 
mage, or if we ſhould not perform it, we will immediately do 
full Juſtice to all the Complainants in this Behalt. No Man ſhall 
be taken or impriſoned, upon the Appeal of a Woman; for the 
Death of any other Man than her Husband. All unjuſt and ille- 
gal Fines, aud all Amerciaments impoſed unjuſtly, and contrary 
to the Law of the Land, ſhall be entirely forgiven or clic be left 
to the Deciſion of the five and twenty Barons hereafter mentioned 
for the Preſervation of the Peace, or of the major Part of them, 
together with the foteſaid Stephen 1 of Canterbury, it 
he can be preſent, and others whom he ſhall think fit 
to take along with him; and if he cannot be preſent, 
the Buſineſs ſhall notwithſtanding go on without him. 
But ſo that, if one or more of the foreſaid five and twenty 
Barons be Plainiifts in the ſame Cauſe, they ſhall be fer 
aſide, as to what concerns this particular Affait; and others be 
choſen in their room out of the ſaid five and twenty, and ſworn 
by the reſt to decide that Matter. If we have diſſeiſſed or diſ- 
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poſſeſſed the Welſh of any Lands, Libertics, or other Things, 
without the legal Judgment of their Peers, they ſhall immedi-

All the aforeſaid Cuſtoms and Liberties which we 
have granted, to be holden in our Kingdom, as much as it be- 
longs to us towards our People; all our Subjects, as well Clergy 
as Laity, ſhall obſerve as far as they are concerned, towards their 
And, whereas for the Honour of God, and the 
Amendment of our Kingdom, and for quieting the Diſcord that 
has atiſen between us and our Barons, we have granted all the 
Things atorelaid ; willing to render them firm and 3 ve do 
give and grant our Subjects the following Security ; namely, that 
the Barons may chuſe five and twenty Barons of the Kingdom, 
whom they think convenient, who ſhall take Care, with all their 
Might, to hold and obſerve, and cauſe to be obſerved, the Peace

pollible ; namely, by ſeizing our Caſtles, Lands, Poſſeſſions, ang 
in any other Manner they can, till the Grievance is redreſled 
according to their Pleaſure, faving harmleſs our own Perſon, and 
the Perion of our Queen and Children ; and when it is redreſled, 
they {hall obey us as befors, Aud any Perſou yhatſoeyer *. 
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kingdom may ſwear, that he will obey the Orders of the five ant | 


twenty Barons aforeſaid, in the Execution of the Premiſſes, and 
that will diſtteſs us, jointly with them, to the urmoſt of his 
Power; and we give publick and free Liberty to any one that 
will ſwear to them, and never ſhall hinder any Perſon from taking 
the ſame Oath. As for all thoſe of our Subjects, who will not, 
of their own Accord, ſwear to join the five and twenty Barons, in 
diſtreining aud diftreſſing us, we will iflue our Order to make 
them rake the ſame Oath, as aforeſaid. And if any of the five 
aud twenty Barons dies, ot goes out of the Kingdom, or is hin- 
dered any other Way, from putting the Things aforeſaid in Exe- 
cution, the reſt of the ſaid five aud twenty Barons may chuſe 
another in his room, at their Diſcretion, who {hall be ſworn in 
like Manner, as the rcit. In all Things that are committed 
to the Charge of theſe hve and twenty Barons, if, when they are 
all aſſembled together, they thould happen to diſagree about any 
Matter; or ſome of them, when fummoned, will not, or cannot 
come, whatever is agreed upon, or enjoined by the major Part 
of thoſe who are preſent, ſhall be reputed as firm and valid, as if 
all the five and twenty had gven their Conſent ; and the atorctaid 
five and twenty ſhall . that all the Premiſes they ſhall faithfully 
obſerve, and cauſe with a!l their Power to be obſerved. And we 
will not, by ourſelves, or others, procure any Thing, whereby 
any of theſe Conceſſions and Liberties be revoked, or leſſened; 
and if any ſuch Thing be obtained, let it be null aud void; nei- 
ther ſhall we ever make Uſe of it, either by ourſelves, or any 
other. And all the IIl-will, Anger, and Malice, that hath ariſen 
between us and our Subjects, of the Clergy and Laity, from 
the firſt breaking out of the Diſſenſion between us, we do fully 
remit, and forgive, Moreover all Treſpaſſes occaſioned by the 
faid Diſſenſion, from Eaſler in the ſixteenth Year of our Reign, 
till the Reſtauration of Peace and Tranquillity, we hereby entirely 
remit, to all, Clerzy as well as Laity, and as far as in us lics, 
do fully forgive. We have moreover granted them our Letters 
Patents teſtimonial of Stephen Lord Archbithop of Canterbury, 
Henry Lord Archbiſhop of Dublin, and the Bithops aforeſaid, as 
alſo of Maſter Pandulph, for the ſecurity and Conceſſions afore- 
ſaid. Wherefore we will and firmly enjoin, that the Church of 
England be free, and that all Men in our Kingdom, have and 
hoſd, all the forefaid Liberties, Rights, and Conceſſions, truly 


and peaccably, freely and quietly, fully and wholly, to themſelves 


and their Heirs, of Us and our Heirs, in all Things and Places 
for ever, as is aforclaid. It is alſo ſworn, as well on our Part, as 
on the Part of the Barons, that all the Things aforeſaid ſhall faich- 
fully and ſincerely be obſerved. Given under our Hand, in the Pre- 


dow called Runingmede, between Windeleſore and Stanes, the 1 5th 

Day of June, in the 17th Year of our Reign.
